“Although the average standard of integrity 
among oil salesmen is undoubtedly high, a 
number of our members appear to have suf 
fered considerable loss at the hands of men 
who, in spite of apparently reliable references, 
are actually dishonest. Accounts are collected

expense money is secured with no intention 
ot spending it legitimately; and various 
schemes are worked with the evident inten 


tion of swindling. Such men should undoubt 


edly be prosecuted and put where they could 

not repeat the process on other employers; but 

for various reasons it is not always practical 

to secure convictions.

Urges Jobbers to Prepare Now Against Accidents 


THURSDAY MORNING SESSION. 


Owing to the rain that kept up all morn- 
ing, the trip planned by the Twin City job- 
bers by chartered cars to Lake Minnetonka 
and a tour of that lake by steamer, was 
until afternoon Thursday and 
because of continued rain finally called off.

Mr. Chamberlin said that the danger of 
accident from gasoline and burning oil was 
ubiquitous and the oil man’s duty to the 
public in the handling of those liquids was 
largely measured by his knowledge of that 
Man’s privileges are those that 
have been accorded him by the rights of 
others.

Facts, he held, are primary in win-

Mr. Chamberlin cited a court 


where an explosion of nitroglycerine in the 
possession of a dealer had broken plate 
glass wondows four or five blocks away. 
The owner of the windows sued for dam- 
ages and the court granted them, holding 
that the owner had knowledge of the fact 
that such an explosion would have done 
that damage. The court held him to be 
the insurer of the property. 


TRADE KNOWS DANGER. 


The oil trade has knowledge of the dan- 
ger of the explosion of gasoline vapor, said 
Mr. Chamberlin, and it must guard against 
the formation of that vapor. He said more 
than an ordinance was needed, although 
that went a long way; that the jobber must 
appreciate his danger and guard against it. 
He said it had just been brought to his at- 
tention by a refiner that the washing of 
burlap in some gasoline had been accom- 
panied with enough friction to set off the 
vapor. Mr. Chamberlin declared there is 
danger even in washing cloth in gasoline. 
The trade must know its business and all 
its attendant dangers. 

Oil may come up to the state test but 
if there is further danger the law does not 
excuse the trade from guarding against it. 
He referred to the case of a jobber in Min- 
neapolis, recently tried, where a jobber sold 
oil which was used for other than 
nating purposes.

The customer tried to 
start a fire with it, an explosion occured 
and he was killed. The oil passed the 
state inspection and yet the fatality oc- 
curred. The jobber did his full duty but 
contributory negligence on the part of the 
victim caused the accident. The judge, in 
charging the jury, said that if the oil was 
not up to the state test then the jobber 
was responsible for negligence per se; if 
the customer used the oil for kindling pur-

September 1, 
handed down by 


Commisoner Lane, takes up the questions 
which have been considered serriatum, as they 
were set forth in the questions submitted to 
the oil companies for their consideration in 
‘onnection with the hearings and investiga 
tions which have been had on the subject, 
ind which the commmissioner undertook on 
its own initiative. The seven questions which 
the commission felt that it was necessary 
should be determined in connection with the 
matter turned not only upon the power of 
the commission to take jurisdiction in such 
matters and to regulate the rates, rules, and 
practices of the pipe lines as common carrier, 
but also the even broader question of whether 
yr not the lines were placed under the juris- 
liction of the commission.

Does the act to regulate commerce im- 
press the obligations of a common carrier

Perhaps the S O pipe line or purchasing agency solicitor hasn't yet called 
you. He is an innovation among S O employes. There 1 
very many of them and besides there is a big territory to cover. 

However, this paper has it straight that the S. O. interests now have solici- 
tors in the field and they are asking for oil. 

ldo you remember how it was only a year or so ago? Then it was the oil 
producer who had to call at the S. O. offices and maybe he followed his card 
in and maybe he didn’t. It just depended how much the S. O. wanted to put 
down the price of crude, on how long you producers waited at the door and 
how many of you there were. Sometimes that was a mighty long line wait- 
ing. And when you did get in, if you were finally admitted, were you greeted 
with a glad rush, a handshake and a box of cigars? 

Not that we ever heard tell of. 

You stepped up to the desk of an imperious underling and explained your 
mission, that your tanks were full and overflowing, that your notes were long 
past due at the bank and wouldn’t the 5. O. interests keep their agreement and 
take your oil? Then the underling would reply that the S. O. had all the oil 
it wanted, that it was up to the “fool” producer to stop his drilling, and that 
anyway they didn’t know when they could get around to his oil.

WAS ANXIOUS TO BUY THE OIL 

“That Standard Oil solicitor who called the other day was just as anxious 
to buy my crude, and just as nice about it, as a bank president is when trying 
to borrow money at 26 Broadway,” said this Independent producer. “He was 
sure it would be a ‘favor’ to his employers, and that they would ‘appreciate’ 
it greatly, and couldn’t I let them have some of that stuff down in the territory? 
And I, having a horse to sell, didn’t know whether I could or couldn’t and 
finally decided I couldn’t. The solicitor was much disappointed and said he 
would call again if it would not be too much trouble. Trouble? 
can come again if he wants to. 

“And why is this solicitor out calling, begging for crude, with his hat in 
his hand? Simply because enough preducers have begun to appreciate what 
competition means in the buying crude oil. When the Oklahoma field was 
first developing and the Independent buyers of crude oil—Independent refin- 
eries largely—came around they seemed small compared to the dreams of the 
producer as to his well capacity. And the producer soaked these gentlemen 
for a fat premium for their crude. It was not until long after the ‘flush’ pro- 
duction began to swamp the operators, that they appreciated that these refiners 
could and would take their oil. And as the producer sold the Independents a 
bit more oil each month, they found they could take more and still more, just 
as the Standard could, until today the Independent refiner is in a position to 
buy sufficient crude to be a real factor in the crude oil market. Had these re- 
finers not been handicapped with a premium of from 2 to 5 cents a barrel for - 
their crude they would have been far more important factors IN THE PRO- 
DUCERS’ FAVOR long ago. 

“And today the Independent refiner’s influence is heightened by the short- 
age of crude. If the producers will increase the crude to these refiners they 
will make the STANDARD PEOPLE THE REAL BIDDERS for their oil.

The evidence 
n the part of the defendant, which is practi- 
lly undisputed, shows that the gasoline that 
‘aused the injury was of recent manufacture, 
a new process, and was of a higher gravity 
than any other on the market, and therefore 
re likely to volatilize than the gasoline that 
was generally sold on the market; that its 
roperties were not generally known to deal- 
ers in coal oil products and were entirely un- 
known to the defendant, and that defendant 
not know that the tank in question con- 
ned such gasoline. 
‘The defendant was, therefore, dealing with 
a substance more dangerous than they had 
rdered, and if that fact alone was the cause 
the injury, it ought not to be held liable. 
If, on the other hand, it was guilty of negli- 
gence in opening the tank before testing the 
ndition of its contents by opening the safety 
valve, and whereas if it had opened it the 
explosion would not have occurred, then, other 
facts being sufficient, it may be liable. 
Upon this pivotal question the evidence 
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The plain 
tiff produced but one witness on that question, 


is quite limited and unsatisfactory. 
and the defendants three or four, none of 
whom seemed to have had much experience 
in handling high grade gasoline. The testi 
mony tended to show that gasoline not above 
the grade of eighty-seven would not produce a 
vapor or gas in a temperature below sixty de 
grees. It also tended to show that at the time 
the tank of gasoline in question was opened 
the temperature was not above forty-five. If 
that were true, then it is a question whether 
the defendant was bound to take extraordi 
nary precautions before opening the tank 

“The case is one requiring very careful con 
sideration on the part of the jury. As a mat 
ter of fact, the jury deliberated but a very 
short time and returned a verdict for the full 
amount allowed under the law. 

“T am not inclined to grant new trials on the 
ground that the verdict is against the weight 
of the testimony, but in this case I feel it 
my duty to do so after a very careful consid 
eration of the whole matter and to give the de- 
fendant a chance to take the opinion of an- 
other jury. The case should be retried with 
much more precision and in much less time 


than before. The issues are well defined and 
understood now by the parties, and if only 
pertinent and material evidence is introduced 
the jury will be able to understand and weigh 
it properly. 

“A new trial will be granted on condition 
that the defendant pay the accrued costs with- 


in five days.”
